PEEEEEEPIFEEETESE ED 


An Auto Mile In Thirty-nine Seconds 


On the ocean beach at Ormond, Fla., Jan. 27, W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., 
the New York millionaire automobile enthusiast, drove his machine an 
officially timed mile in thirty-nine seconds, making a new world’s record. 
He now possesses the most coveted ‘automobile record of the world at 
figures seven seconds below the famous Augiers 
record, the best of Europe, and two-fifths of a sec- 
ond below the famous.Ford record’ made on the 
ice, Which caused so much discussion because it 
was allowed. ° 

Mr. Vanderbilt was but a speck far up the 
wind swept beach when le started. Slowly, the 
speck enlarged; then rapidly there eame the sound 
as of cannons being fired, then a rush and.a whirl, 
and following this a disappearing speck in the dis- 
tance. TWo miles he took to start on his mile 
run, and he then ran on for two miles more. In 
the entire five miles he swerved from the edge of 
the foam crested water but once, when an un- 
usually high comber catne upward. . 

Again, Jan. 29, young Vanderbilt won three of 
the eight races and broke the five mile record by, 
going that distance in 3 minutes 31 3-5 seconds, an 
average of 423-5 seconds a mile. 6

Thorium For Tuberculosis. 

Dr. Samuel G. Tracey, in the current 
issue of the New York Medical Record, 
confirms the theory of Professor Soddy, 
in association "with Professor Ramsay 
of’ London, that pulmonary tuberculosis 
is favorably affected by. inhalation of 
thorinm, a substance many thousand 
times less radio active than radium, 
but much cheaper and capable of being 
used longer. ‘Thorium can be had for 
about $7.2 pound and can be obtained 
by grinding up gas burner mantles. 


To Keep Negro Babies White. 

Dr. J. W. Hill of South Bend, Ind., 
has undertaken an experiment to de- 
termine whether the infants of negro 
parents may be kept from turning dark 
soon after birth. An expectant negro 
mother has consented to enter the hos- 
pital there for the test. Dr. Hill, fol- 
lowing the idea of Feson, the Norwe- 
gian, will employ red lights in such a 
way as to prevent pigmentation.

By an explosion in the Harwick coal 
mine, near Cheswick, Pa., Jan, 25, 154 
men were entombed, and only one man 
was taken out alive. In the work of 
rescue Selwyn M. Taylor, a prominent 
mining engineer, lost his life, making 
the total number of deaths 184. 

Cripple Creek, Colo., was the’ scene, 
Jan. 26, of a terrible accident, which 
resulted in the death of fifteen men. 
They were being hoisted from the 
workings. The strain. on the -cable 
caused it to break, and the cage shot 
down with terrible force 1,400 feet to 
the bottom of the shaft.

Appeals to Save the Denizens of the Trees from the Rigors 
of Winter. 


The bird lovers among the Towns- 
man’‘s-readers may be interested in the 
following extract from a letter written 
by a boy of fifteen.

“Today F. and I went to Nahant 
beach for a_ bird walk. There was a 
regular blizzard as you know, and we 
cenly found six species—Herring and

—not bad for the day though. 

“Perhaps it will interest you to read 
the list we saw on the 24th, Thursday, 
at Moon Island and Squantum, Mass.

They are 
now quite unable to get this food. In 
this town 40 students of the high school 
volunteered their services in the dis- 
tribution of different kinds of. bird foort 
on the following day. ‘They were joined 
in the work by ministers and other pro- 
fessional men, and by such other citi- 
zens as could afford an hour or more 
during the afternoon. Many who could 
not go in person, sent quantities of 
grain, bird seed, suet, and other foods. 
The suet was tied securely to the trunks 
and branches of trees in and about the 
town, and the!grain was scattered in 
open places. But the snow was first 
clear entirely away for a space of 
several yards, otherwise it would have 
sunk in at the first thaw, and been as 
useless to the starving birds as though 
it had not existed. The food was cov- 
ered by a snow fall during the night, 
but the boys went at it again the next 
day, and they will continue to go at it 
until the weather breaks and the snow 
melts away, and until all danger of birds 
dying of starvation is over.

present stricture and saw its comple- 
tion. . 
Inthe - winter of 1860 alarming sy mp- 
toms of pulmonary trouble made a 
change of climate necessary for Mrs. 
Mooar. ‘Therefore, upon reteipt of a 
call from the Firgt chu in Oakland, 
Catifornia, Mr. Mooar asked and received 
dismission from the South church. Al- 
though it was the first week in April 
1861 when he left Andover, our streets 
were full of snowdrifts. ‘the journey 
proved a long and trying one. No trans- 
continental railroad existed; the trip 
was made by steamer down the Atlanti¢ 
and was two days longer than usual. 
The boat was overerowded, the accom- 
modations very poor. When the Isthmus 
of Panama was reached the tropical heat 
occasioned” great discomfort during the 
eight days’ transit. Then the Pacific 
belied its name and tossed them with se- 
vere gales. May 7, they reached their 


| goal and were soon at home in the house, 


kindly made ready to receive them. 
‘Then they met the first tidings of the 
fall of Fort Sumter. ‘The first call from 
a brother minister was by a former 
Andover student and teacher in the 
West Parish Sunday. school, Mr. Mooar's 
mother’s teacher, By November Mr. 
Mooar was able to write that the Oak- 
land church had increased its member- 
ship from eighteen to forty-one; its con- 
gregation from seventy five to one hun- 
dred and fifty; and its Sunday school 
from forty-six to one hundred and 
twenty, Of this church, now the strong- 
est Congregational church in California, 
he continued to be the pastor until 1872. 
Besides pastoral work in this church 
he felt for some time “the care of all 
the churches,” was busy aiding and en- 
couraging all the religious enterprises 
of anew country. Also he edited The 
Pacific for many years. He soon telt 
the need of alocal theological seminary, 
and yave much time and labor, coming 
East to raise funds, for its creation. 
When it was established he was made 
professor of systematic theology, and 
held that chair for twenty-five years, 
when he exchanged it for the less exact- 
ing professorship of church and com- 
parative history. During the first fif- 
teen years of his seminary labors he was 
also acting pastor of the Plymouth 
Avenue church, which was near the 
seminary before its removal to Berkeley. 
No account of his life in California 
would be complete without some allusion 
to his work for the Chinese which he 
undertook when tbe cause of the 
Chinese was unpopular in the extreme. 
A widely quoted :emark which he made 
at that time ina public meeting may be 
recalled: “Il am not afraid that the 
Chinese will be too heathen for us, but 
that we shall not be Christian enough 
for them.” How pertinent the remark 
when we recall that scandalous page in 
California history when Dennis Kearney 
and his “sandlotters’’ dominated her 
politics. ‘The well known Chinese 


| preacher, Ju Garn, was converted to 


Christiavity while a servant in Dr. 
Mooar’s family. 

The regard felt. for Dr. Mooat in Cali- 
fornia is shown by an article which ap- 
peared the day after his (lecease in the 
San Francisco Chronicle, from which the 


following extract\is taken: 


‘*Dr. Mooar was'a scholarly gentlemyn is 


who, throughout his lifé; remained “a 
student. Though modest and unassum- 
ing, those who khew him best regarded 
him as.the best informed man in the 
state. In church counsels and govern- 


; ing boards,bis judgment was given more: 


than the usuak weight. His personal 
life was above reproach and in this city 
(Qaklantl) where he has lived for more 
than forty years, no man was ever heard 
to speak ill of him.” : 

His almost excessive lack of self es- 


|teem and appreciation of the value of 
' his own productions, disinclined him to 


publish anything. Occasionally one of 
his sermons appeared in The Pacific, as 
one preached on the opening of the 
Pacific railroad. Only at the urgent en- 
treaty of his’ Plymotth avenue heareis 
did he consent to issue a small voluine 
of sermons in Iss¥. Would it were 
many times more voluminous! As a 
sort of recreation he produced a book of 
Mooar genealogy, about two years ago. 
In early life he wrote his name Moore
